Few of us realize the importance 
of saving waste paper. Today when 
the country is threatened with a wood 
and paper famine and our forests are 
disappearing so rapidly every effort 
should be made to,save every scrap 
of paper, It is estimated that the 
saving of paper would make it poss- 
ible to save over 1,000,000,000 feet of 
lumber each year.
